Same day John Life, Edward Gofwell, and

John Life, one of the above Convicts,under 
pretence of going into the neceflary before he 
went out of Newgate, cut his throat with a 
razor he bad concealed there in a thocking 
manner ; his lofs of blood was very great, and 
mide him extremely weak; the wound was 
fewed up by a furgeon, and he was put into the 
cast with the other unhappy fufferers. At the 
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place of execution he thewed great remorfe fj 
the defperate aétion he had committed, hoped 
God would forgive him for it, and fuffered hig 
fate patiently.

I fubmit tony 
fate, and hope that, whatever may be ay 
deftiny, I fhall meet it with becoming for 
tnde; but I have the confolation of thinking 
amidft all my diftrefies, that I was engayedis 
the nobleft caufe that ever interefted mankin, 
It would feem to me, that Providence haté 
termined that not one Freeman thould bel 
upon earth ; and the fuccefé of your arms mut 
than foretell one univerfal Syflem of flavm 
Imgine not, however,that I lament my fortum 
or mean to deprecaté the malice of my enemity 
‘if any furrow can at prefent afflict me, it 
that of agreat Continent, apparently dettind 
tor empize, fruftrated in the honeft ambitia 
of b free, and enflaved by men, whos 
unfortunately I call my countrymen.

The toil of the march was great, but fup- 
ported with the utmoft alacrity. The country 
being a wildernefs almoft in every part of the 
paffuge, the enemy took the means of cutting 
large timber trees on both fidesthe road fo as 
to tall acrofs and lengthways, withthe branches 
interwoven. The troops had-not only layers of 
thefe to remove, in places where it was impof- 
fible to take any other direction, but alfo had 
above forty bridges to conttruct, and others to 
repair, one of which was of log-work, overa 
morals two miles in extent. 

I was not unapprized, that great part of thefe 
difficulties might have been avoided by falling 
back from Skeenefborough to Ticonderoga by 
water, in order to t.Ke the more commodious 
Route by Lake George. Bui befides, withing 
to prevent the eficét which a retrograde motion 
o:ten has, to abate the panic of an enemy, I 
confidered that the natural confequence would 
be a refiitance of delay, at leaft, at Fort 
George; where, as the retreat was open, the 
enemy could wait fecurely the preparation of 
batteries, or at leaft a landing in force for the 
purpofe of inveftment. 

The iffue has juftified my perfeverance, 
The Garrifun of Fort George, in manifeft 
danger of being cut off by the direct movement 
from Skenefborough to Hudfon’s river, took 
the meafure { expected of abandoning the fort, 
and burning the vefiels, thereby lesving the 
Lake entire'y free. A detachment of the 
King's troops from Ticonderoga, which 1 had 
ordered to be ready for that event, witha great 
embarkation of provifion, paffeéd the Lake on 
the fame day that 1 took poffeflion of this 
communication of land: and I have the hap- 

‘pinefs upon the whole to find, that the necef- 
faries for continuing the progrefs of the army 
are more forward in point of time, than they 
could h.ve been by any other means, 

‘The eneray is at prefent in force near Sara- 
toga, where they profefs an intention of ftand- 
ing a battle, and they have drawn a fupply of 
artillery trom New-England for that purpofe, 
The King’s troops are employed in bringing 
forward from Fort George, provifions, batteaux, 
artillery, and other materials neceilary for pro- 
ceeding.

Jaden with lumber. That, leaving the 
Blonde at Machias, to intercept fome vefiels 
expected from Bofton with ftores and piovifi- 
ons, he then proceeded to cruize along the coaft 
of New England and New ‘Hampfhire, and 
there took and deftroyed a fhip ready to fail 
from Sheepfcut river, with a cargo of large 
mafts for France, alfo three brigs, 11 floops, 
and 15 fchooners, He adds, that on thefe 
fervices three men were killed and 18 wound- 
eds and that the mufket balls fired by the 
rebels, and found in the King’s hips, as well 
as thofe extracted from the wounded mea, 
were al! chewed or jagged.

And as thofe who have already been moft active in the promotion of 
both, have given them the ftrongeft aflurances of purfuing their Lite- 
rary career with frefh alacrity ; they have reafon to flatter themfelves, 
that their future Numbers will not be inferior, with regard to their in- 
ternal merit, (from the difpofition of the different parts, and from the 
variety running through the whole) to any of their preceding ones. 
Animated by thefe confiderations, they will be doubly attentive to the 
Entertainment of the Public, equally from Intereft, Inclination, and 
Gratitude. The firf of thefe, indeed, is the predominant motive, up- 
on fimilar eceafions, with the Million; but when that alone is the /fi- 
enulus which fpurs a Writer to the Prefs, his productions will be, it is 
moft probable, of too flimfy.a texture to bring much credit to his 
Parts, though they may, perhaps, from being fortunately adapted to 
the popular tafle, give a temporary relief to his Pocket. ‘The AUTHORS of 
the WEsTMiNSTER MaGazineE will venture to affirm, that better In- 
centives than thofe of a mere lucrative kind direct their pens, when the 
Pantheon of Tafte is the immediate object of their attention. 

To enumerate the feveral Pieces in our laft Year’s Magazine, which 
have given general fatisfaction, and which have been approved by per- 
fons of confefled importance in the Literary World, would, we fup- 
pofe, be aneedlefs, tho’ it would not certainly be a difficult tafk.

ny Proceeds from a flow 
ww of active fpirits in the 
animal oeconomy, and acertain degree 
of natural heat in the brain. And there- 
fore they who are originally formed 
with a defect in thefe actuating powers 
or faculties of genius, and are not 
otherwile excited to ftudy and exercife 
to improve their talents, have been 
known often to be roufed and infpired 
by the means of fome ftrong paffion, to 
exert themfelves in fuch a manner, both 
in fpeech and action, as to furprize 
thofe who had only known them before 
in the benumb’d ftate of their torpid 
intellects. 

And from hence arofe that known 
faying, Vexatio dat inielleflum. Seneca, 
upon hearing a dull orator make a moft 
eloquent harangue, the very day his fon 
had died, cried out, in aftonifhment, 
Magna pars eloquentie eff dolor. So Po- 
lus, the actor, to enable him to make a 
more lively reprefentation of the grief 
of a father, in fome tragedy, over the 
body of his deceafed fon, had the urn 
which contained the afhes of his own 
child then newly dead, brought in upon 
the ftage. So much in the firft place 
for the paflion of grief. 

Next for anger. Si natura negat, 
fays Fuyenal, facit inaignatio verfus. 
The ftory of Hipponax and Archilo- 
chus is upon record, who, tho’ two 
very indifferent poets, yet being pro- 
voked to revenge againit two perfons 
that had injured them, invented thofe 
kind of verfes ftiled Scazons and Jum- 
bicsy Anglict doggerel, which they 


to anfwer them, foon made away with 
themfelves. 

I {hall add but one inftance more, in 
the paffion of love, and one example 
will be fufficient for my argument. A 
Blackfmith of Antwerp being rejected 
on account of the dirt and meannefs of 
his trade, by his miftrefs, who was at 
the fame time courted by an eminent 
painter in the city, immediately fold his 
anvil and hammers for pencils and co- 
fours, and applied himfelf with fo much 
indefatigable afliduity to the art, that 
he foon challenged his rival to a trial of 
{kill in the profeffion, in which he won 
the double prize of love and glory. 

But on the other hand, paflions un- 
reftrained, or ill directed, become li- 
ons, wolves and bears; evenin reli- 
giom, where one might naturally expeé& 
to find them under the beft controul, 
what unchriftian, what inhuman ha- 
vock have they made! How flrange it 
is that men cannot difcourfe or argue 
upon this fubject, without an adverfary 
warmth; as if the beft way of eftablifh- 
ing the law of God, was by violating 
one of its ftrongett injunctions, even 
that of charity ! 

Why thould the difference of opini- 
ons divide our affections? Men’s un- 
derftandings and complexions of mind, 
no more than their perfons or features, 
are all of one fize, temper, or mould ; 
and therefore it cannot be imagined that 
there will ever be fuch a confiftency or 
uniformity of judgment amongft them, 
even among the wife and good, but that 
in many things, nay fometimes in thofe 
of importance, either really or fuppo. 
ed, they may and will diffent from one 
another, unto the world’s end. 

But it is furely one thing to difent from, 
and another io be at dj ieard ers a per- 
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confounded in pradtice, and difcord and 
diffenfions beeome fynonimous and reci- 
procal terms. ita difenfi ab illo, (lays 
Cicero concerning himfelf and Cato,) 
ut in disfunctione sententiz, conjundi ta- 
men amicitid, maneremus. The difference 
in our opinions «was always fo philofophi- 
cally debaied, that our friend hip remained 
unfbaken. Would to God that Chriftians 
would condefcend to borrow this one 
virtue, 2t leaft, from heathens! Bifhop 
Wilkins, odeed, recommends fuch a 
meiusc of controverfy to us, by faying, 
that in all difputesmen fhould urge ard 
arguments in /oft words, and that the 
only way of conquering an opponent, 
in fuch a warfare, is by convincing, not 
by overcoming him. 

Every thefis in religion fhould be 
conducted like amicable fuits at law, if 
the client means to bring matters to a fair 
iflue. And this would free us, in a 
good meafure, from thofe vexations and 
difficulties in the inveftigation of truth, 
which Solomon complains of, when he 
tells us, That ‘* in much wifdom there 
*¢ is much grief, and he that increafes 
“* knowledge, increafeth forrow.” We 
are all of us wife enough to direct our 
practiee ; and any higher knowledge, if 
carried further than fpeculation, is both 
a folly and a madnets. 

Do Chriftians fuppofe there is but fo 
much heaven above, or of earth be- 
neath, that they are for deftroying and 
anathematizing one another, to have the 
mof proportion of it to themfelves? A 

ood man would think heaven itfelf 

ort of its blifs, if he did not fee*even 
his enemies there. ’Tis plainthen, that 
"tis for worldly not celefial empire, we 
aré contending; and thet the whole of 
prieftcraft tends to pelf and power. 

Let us therefore exclude all warmth 
‘or paffion from our altercations, let the 
fubject be what it may, for every man is 
partial to the notions he has imbibed, 
and is not eafily bullied out of them; fo 
that this bluftering manner ferves only 
to add a prejudice againft the perfon, te 
a difguft of his argument. We fhould 
ever fpeak of men with referve, but of 
things with freedom ; contrary to the 
general practice of moft controvertifts, 
who are apt to write as if thcy thought 
the railing at a man’s chara¢ter, or 
wrangling abou: his words, was necef- 
fary to the confutation of his doétrines 
or opinions. 

This is not only abfurd, but impru- 
dent alfo; for while I only endeavour 
to reafon aperfon out of his heterodoxy, 
J have but one labour on my hands, 






- 


but if Ioppofe his error, it an overbear- 
ing manner, I encreafe the difficulty [ 
would furmount, and have his affetlions, 
as wellas his judgment, fet up in battle 
array againft me ; and ’tis eafier to make 
a profelyte of an heretic, than an enemy. 

Befides, as mad dogs by biting othefs 
are wont to make them run mad like 
themfelves, fo thofe ill-bred and abufive 
difputants are apt to infect their adveria- 
ries with their own gall, to the great 
fcandal of religion, philofophy, and lite- 
rature. Gentlenefs will prevail, when 
violence will fail. Oil infinuates, vine- 
gar but corrodes. . 

If arguments could be difcuffed with 
the moderation and temper here recom- 
mended, the world might certainly reap 
great advantages fromit; but our un- 
ruly paffions are apt to get fo much the 
afcendant over our reafon, that this isa 
thing rather to be vainly wifhed for, than 
hopefully expected. Upon which con- 
fideration it was that Montagney ‘that 
great philofopher, in the weakneffes of 
human nature, was for fupprefling all 
manner of controverfy and difpute, on 
any fubjeé&t -whatfoever ; in which he 
but agreed in fentiment with Plato, who 
in his Republick had long before inter+ 
dicted the fame. 

There are few fo ignorant in modern 
hiftory as not to know, that nothing has 
been a greater fcandal to the reformed 
religion, either among heathens, Ma: 
hometans, or papifts, nor has given a 
fairer open to the introduction of athe- 
ifm and infidelity, than the many divi- 
fions and animofities which have arifen 
among our different feétaries. Indeed, 
** our controverfies about religion, fays 
** the learned Stillingfleet, have brought 
*¢ at lait religion itfelf into controverly + 
** for weak heads, fays he, when they 
“* once perceive the battlements to fhake, 
“¢ are apt to fufpeét the foundation itfelf 
** not to ftand firm ; and ifthey fee any 
“thing called in queftion, they pre- 
** fently conclude that there is nothing 
** certain inthe whole fyftem.” 

Luther, obferving how prejudicial the 
{chool-divinity had been to the chriftian 
religion,thvs exclaims: Quamprimum aps 
paruit theologic fecliftica, difparuit thea- 
bogiacrucis..Thefe dogmatifts have {pun 
the thread fo fine, that they have made 
chriftianity more refemble a cour/e of 
philofophy, than a fyfem of faith founded 
on /upernatural revelation. So that the 
intire fpirit of it has evaporated into 
nice diftinctions, or exercifes of human 
wit, where the contention is no longer 
now for Truths, but for Vidory.

I am the father of an only daughter, 
who two years ago deferted me: But 
I will tell the ftory frankly, and ex- 
plicitly. About two winters ago, my 
daughter Delia faw the tragedy of Mac- 
beth in the bills for Drury-Lane Thea- 
tre; and over-perfuaded me upon the 
fubje, tillI was fool enough to leave 
Mincing-Lane, and ordered my coach 
(then for the firft time fince Garrick’s 
return from Italy) to the Playhoufe. 
Now, be it known to all men, that I 
always thought a Play the molt abfurd 
of all abfurd Entertainments, and of all 
the fpecies of them a Tragedy was the 
moft my averfion. What can be fillier 
—hefe were always my arguments)— 
what can be fillier, than to fee a parcel 
of fellows thump one another’s bo- 
foms ; wring their good handkerchiefs 
to pieces; twift about their limbs in a 
parcel of merry-andrew poftures ; and 
then, (to complete the jet) ftab each 
other with a tin poniard, or poifon 
out of an empty bow! ?—Then, prithee, 
who the Devil itruts as they do upon the 
Stage ?—Who holds a long converfation 
in words, that are fet, as it were, toa 
tune, and whofe lines are all meafured 
out, fo as to be all of a length, even to 
the fize of a fyllable ?

brace of verfes in rhime; and thefe, for- 
footh, muft be mouth’d out fo as to 
make the Audience clap, rap, and roar, 
that he may go off like a fquib, with a 
crack-ac-crack at his tail? We talk of 
Nature, and pretend to love it on the 
Stage ; when this very practice of ¢lap- 
ping hands plainly tells us, that ’tis all 
joke, and if you would be deceived you 
can’t. 

None, however, of thefe fentiments 
had ever any weight. with my daughter; 
who ftill infifted, that thefe Plays were 
the moft inftructive, edifying, and de- 
lightful entertainments in the world.— 
Whenever fhe looked upon a Play-bill, 
it warmed her to the very foul; and I 
have even caught her with a fmall edi- 
tion of the Fair Penttent, laid within 
her Prayer-book, at Church. The di- 
abolical actions, and unheard-of impu- 
dence of Lady Macbeth made fuch an 
impreffion on her, that fhe cried out, in 
the extacy of her foul, that the Thane 
of Cawdor was a * lilly-liver’d Boy ;”

Children only ;”” and that ‘ till Birn- 
am Wood fhould come to Dunfinane, 
fhe fhould never look again upon the 
like of Mrs. Yates ;?’ who it feems per- 
form’d the part of this bloody-minded 
lady.

ANECDOTE-of WALLIS, Dean of Derry. 


ie the reign of that monarch whofe 
abdication put a period tothe regal 
honours of the Houfe of Stuart, Dr. Wal- 
lis was then Dean of Waterford, in Ire- 
jand; and during the troubles of that un- 
happy Country at that period, fuffered 
greatly in his private fortune, from his 
ftrong attachment tothe proteftant faith. 
After peace was refiored, and our religi- 
on firmly eftablithed by the acceffion of 
King William, Wallis was prefented at 
the Court of London, as a gentleman 
who had well merited the Royal patron- 
age: the King had before heard the 
ftory of his fufferings, and therefore im- 
mediately turning to the Dean, defired 
him to choofe any Church preferment 
then vacant. Wallis (with all the mo- 
defty incident to men of real worth) 
after a due acknowledgment of the 
Royal favour, requefted the Deanery of 
Derry. “‘ How! (replied the King ina 
tranfport of furprife) afk the Deanery, 


when you muft know the Bifhopric of 
that very place is alfo vacant ?” ** True, 
my Liege, (replied Wallis) I do know it, 
but could not in honefty demand fo 
great a benefice, confcious there are 
many other gentlemen who have fuf- 
fered more than myfelf, and deferved 
better at your Majefty’s hands 3 I there- 
fore prefume to repeat my former re- 
queft.”? It is needlefs to add his re- 
queft was granted. They parted ;— 
the Dean highly fatisfied with his vifit, 
and the King aftonifhed at the noble in- 
flance of difintereftednefs, he had juft 
been a witnefs of. —What a mind did 
this man poffefs! How praife-worthy!

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RCANGELO CORELLI, a native of 
Fulignano, a town fituated near Imola, 

in the territory of Bologna, was born in the 
month of February, 1653. His firft irflru€tor 
in mufic was Matteo Simonelli, a finger in the 
Pontifical Chapel, by whom he was taught the 
rudiments of the fcience, and the art of practi- 
cal compofition; but the genius of Corelli lead- 
ing him to prefer fecular to ecclefiaftical mufic,

Seqde noftri.tempie It does not, however, appear, 
that he had attained to a power of execution in’ 
any degree comparable to that of later profefs- 
fors ; and it may well be fuppofed that the juft 
and. rationa] notions which he entertained of 
the inftrument, and of the end and defign of 
mufic in general, aided by his own good fenfey 
réftrained him from thofe extravagances, which 
have no other tendency than to difguft the judi« 
cious, and excite the admiration of the ig.

firm and even: Mr, Geminiani, who was well 
acquainted with, and had ftudied it, was ufed 
to refemble it toa fweet trumpet.

About the year 1690 the opera Was in great 
perfection at Rome; Pafquini was ‘the great’ 
dramatic compofer: Matthefon infers the ex- 
cellence of this entertainment frém*thi$ cir- 
cumfiance, that Pafquini, Corelli, and Gaetani 
were performers in the Roman ofchefira at the’ 
fame time, the firft being at thé harpfichord,

Corelli is fsid to have been remarkable for 
e inildnefs of his temper and the modefty of 
Pi deyrtment; the lineaments of his coun- 
tenance, as reprefented in his porrait, feem 
to befpeak as much; neverthelefs he was not 
Snfenfedle of the refpeét due to his fkill and 
exquifite ‘performance. Cibber, in the Apo- 
Yogy for his Life, page 340, relates, that when 
he was playing @ foio at Cardinal Ottoboni’s, 
' he difcovered the Cardinal and another perfon 
engaged in difcourfe, upon which he laid down 
his infirument ; and being afked the reafon, 
gave for anfwer, that he feared the mufic inter- 
yupted converfation. He was cenfured by 
fome who were acquainted with him, for his 
parfimopy, upon no better ground than the ac- 
euflomed plainnefs of his garb, and his difin- 
glination to the ufe of a coach or other car- 
viage. Mr. Handel had remarked thele two 
little particulars in his conduét, and would 
fometimes, when he fpoke of him, add, but 
without a view to depreciate his character, that 
his ordinary’ drefs was black, and his outer 
garment a plein blue cloek. 

That he wasa manof humour and pleafantry 
may be inferred from the following flory, re- 
Jated by Walther, in his account of Nicolas 
Adam Strunck, violonift to Erneftus Auguftus, 
Eleétor of Hanover. ‘This perfon being at 
Rome, upon his arrival made it his bufinefs to 
fee Corelli: upon their firft interview Strunck 
gave him to underftand that he was amufician 3 
4 What is your inftrument ?”’ afked Corelli;

Corelli very politely cundefcended to this fe- 
quett of a ftranger; he played a fulo, Strunck 
‘accom:anicd him.onthe haspfichord, and af- 
terwards played a Toccata, with which Corelli 
was fo much taken, that helaid down his in- 
trument to a¢mue him.» When Strunck had 
done at the harpfichard, he took up the violin, 
and began to touch it jn a very carelefs man- 
ner, upon which Corelli remarked, that he 
had a goog bow hand, and wanted nothing 
but practice to become a mafter of the inftru- 
ment; at this inftant Strunck put the violin 
out of tune, and,-applying it sto its place; 
played on. it with fuch dexterity, attemper- 
ing the d:fiuiances occafioned by the mif-tuning 
ot the inflrument with.fuch amazing fill and 
éexieriiy, that Corcili cried out in broken 
Gerinan,. “I am called Arcangelo, a name 
that in the language of: my country fignifies an 
Archangel ; but let me tell.you, that,you, Sir, 
are an Arch-devil,” -. . : :

The compofitions of Corelli are celebrats 
for the harmony refulting from the union o 
all the parts ; but the finenefs of the airs is 
another aiflinguithing chara@teriftic of themy 
the Allemand in the tenth Solo'is as remark. 
able for fpirit and force, as that in the eleventh 
is for its enchanting delicacy: his Jigs are ina 
ftile peculiarly his own; ‘and that in the fifth 
Solo was never equalled.

It is faid there is in every nation a ftile both 
in {peaking ‘and ‘writing, which never becomeg 
obdfolete; a certain mode of phrafeology, f6 
confonant and congenial to the analogy and 
principles of its refpeétive language, as to re- 
main fettled and unaltered *.” THis, But with 
much gteater latitude, may be faid of mufic j 
and accordingly it thay bé obferved of the com- 
pofitions of Corelli, not only that they are 
equally intelligible to the learned and unlearn- 
ed,’ but that the impreffions made by them 
have been’ found to be as dtrable as general, 
His mufic is the language of nature; and for 
a feries of years all that heard it became fenfi< 
ble of its effeéts; of this there cannot be a 
ftronger proof than that, amidft all the inno 
vations which the love of change had intro- 
duted, it continued to be performed, and w 
heard with delightin churches, in theatres, 
public-folemnities and féftivities in all the cis 
ties of Europe for near fdrty'yéars, Mea re- 
membered, and would refer to paffages in it as 
to a‘claftic euthor ; and even at this day the 
mafters of the fcience, of whom it muft be 
obferved, that though their ftudies are regu- 
lated by the tafe of the public, yet have they 
a tafte of their own, do not hefitate to prot 
nourice of the compofitions of Corelli, that, 
ef fine harmony and elegant modulation, they

Anecdotes of Handel, 
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Handel are unabie to charaéterize him other- 
wife than by his excellencies in his art, and 
certain foibles in his behaviour, which he 
was never ftudious to conceal: According. 
ly we are told that he had a great appetite, 
and that when he was provoked he would 
break out into profane expreffions, Thefe 
ar¢ faéts that cannot be denied ; but there are 
fundry particulars that tend to mark his 
chara&ter but little known, and which may 
poflibly be remembered, when thofe that 
ferve only to fhew that he was fubjeét to hu- 
man paffiona are forgotten. In his religion 
he was of the Lutheran profeflion; in which 
he was not fuch a bigot as to decline a general 
confurmity with that of the country which 
he had chofen for his refidence ; at the fame 
time that he entertained very ferious notions 
touching its importance. Thefe he would 
frequently exprefs in his remarks on the con- 
fiitution of the Englith government; and he 
would often fpeak of it as one of the great 
felicities of his life that he was fettled in a 
country where no man fuffers any moleftation 
or inconvenience on account of his religious 
principles, 

His attainments in literature cannot be 
fuppofed to have been very great, fteing that 
the ftudies of his profeffion abforbed him 
and the prodigious number of his compofitions 
will account for a much greater portion of 
time than any man could well be fuppofed- 
able to {pare from fleep and the neceflary re- 
cruits of nature; and yet he was well ac- 
quainted with the Latin and Iralian languages ; 
the latter he had rendered fo familiar to him, 
that few natives feemed to underftand it bet- 
ter. Of the Englith alfo he had fach a de- 
gree of knowledge, as to be fufceptible of the 
beauties of our beft poets; ‘fo that in ‘the 
multiplicity of his compofitions to Englith 
words, he very feldom ftood in need of affift- 
ance in the explanation of a paffage for the 
purpofe of fuiting the fenfe with correfpen- 
dent founds. The ftyle of his difcourfe was 
very fingular; he pronounced the Englith as, 
the Germans do, but his phrafe was exotic, 
and partook of the idiom of the different coun- 
tries in which he had refided, a circumftance 
that rendered his converfation exceedingly 
entertaining +.

The courfe ‘of his life. was regular and 
uniform, For fome years after his artival ih 
England his time was divided between ftudy 
and praétice, that is to fay, in compofing for 
the opera, and in conduéting concerts at the 
Duke of Rutland’s, the Earl of Burlington's, 
and the houfes of ‘others of the nobility 
who were patrons of mufic, and his friends. 
‘There were alfo frequent concerts for the 
Royal Family at the Quéen’s library in the 
Green Park, in which the Princefs Royal, the 
Duke of Rutland, Lord Cowper, and other 

erfons of diftinétion performed: of thele 
Handel had the direftion, As thefe con- 
neétions diffuived, he gradually retreated into 
a ftate of privacy and retirement, and fhewed 
no folicitude to form new ones. His dwelling 
was on the fouth fide of Brooke-ftreet, near 
Hanover Square, in a houfe now in the oc- 
cupation of Sir James Wright, four doors 
from Bond-ftreet, and two from the paffage to 
the flable yard. His ftated income was fix 
hundred pounds a year, asifing from penfions ; 
that is to fay, one of two hundred pounds, 
ane him by Queen Anne, another of two 

undred pounds granted by Geo, I. and an- 
other of the fame amount, for teaching the 
Princefies, The reft was precarious; for fome 
time it depended upon his engagements with 
» the dire€tors of the Academy, and afterwards 
upon the profits arifing from the mrefical 
performances carried on by him on his own 
account. However, he had at all times the 
prudence to regul:te his expence by his in- 
come, At the time of his conteft with the 
nobility he had ten thoufand pounds in the 
funds, and of this he fold out the laft fhilling, 
and lived upon his penfions, which, by an 
intereft that he had with the minifter, were 
punctually paid him. Some years after, when 
he found himfelf in a flate of affluence, and the 
produce of his oraterios amounted to more 
than two thoufand pounds a feafon, he con- 
tinued his wonted courfe of living, which 
was equally diftant from the extremes of p r- 
fimony and profufion. In the latter part of 
his lite he forbore yielding to a temptation, 
which few in fach circumftances as he was 
then in, would in thefe times be able to re- 
fit, that of keeping a carriage. Indeed, 
when his fight failed him, he was neceffitated 
occafionally..to hire.a chariot and horfes, ef- 
pecially ia his vifits to the city for the pur- 
pofe of invefting his money, which he con- 
ftantly difpofed of at the end of the Lent 
feafon, under the di:ection of Mr. Gael Morris, 
broker of the firft eminence, whom he ufed 
to meet and confer with at Garraway’s or 
Batfon’s coffee-houfe. 
His focial affections were not very ftrong;

and to this it may be imputed. that he. fpent 
his whole life in a ftate of celibacy; that 
he hed no. female attachment of another 
kind may be afcribed to a better reafon. His 
intimate friends were but few; thofe that 
feemed to poffefs moft of his confidence were 
Goupy, the painter, and one Hunter, a {cqrlet- 
dyer at Old Ford, near Bow, who pretended a 
tafte for mufic, and at a great expence had co- 
pies made for him of all the mufic of Handel 
that he could procure. He had others in the 
city } but he feemed to think that the ho- 
nour of his acquaintance was a reward fuffi- 
cient for the kindnefs they expreffed for him.’ 

A temper and conduét like this, was in 
every view of it favourable to his purfuits ; 
no imperiinent vifits, no idle engagements to 
card parties, or other expcdients to kill time, 
Were fuffered to interrupt the courfe of his 
fiudies, His invention was for ever teeming 
with new ideas, and his impatience to be de- 
livered of them kept him clofely employed, 
He had a favourite Rucker harpfichord, the 
keys whereof, by inceffant praétice, were hol- 
lowed like the bowl of a fpoon, He wrote 
very faft, but with a degree of impatience 
proportioned to the eagernefs that poffefies 
men of genius, of feeing their conceptions 
reduced into form. And here it may not be 
impertinent to obferve, what every perfon 
converfant in bis works will be inclined té 
believe, viz. that his flyle was original and 
felf-formed ; «nd were evidence of the fat 
wanting, it is capable-of proof by his owH 
teftimony, for in a converfation with a very 
intelligent perfon now living,’ on the courfe of 
his fludies, Mr. Handel declared, that, after he 
became mafter of the rudiments of his art, he 
forbore to fudy the works of others, and 
ever. made it a rule to follow the fuggeftions 
of his own fancy. 

Like maay others of his profeffion, he had 
a great love for painting; and, till his fight 
failed him, among the few amufements he

He was in his perfon a large made and very 
portly man.

In 1746, Mr. Barry came over to England, 
and was engaged at Drury-lane; and the next 
year the patent falling into Meffrs. Garrick’s 
and Lacey’s hands, Mr. Barry took the lead as 
the princip.! Performer of that Houfe. Here 
Mr. Garrick and he frequently appeared in the 
fame charaéters, and in a great meafure divided 
the applaufe of the Town; however, Barry 
feeling an inferiority arifing from the joint 
power exerted againft him as AGor and Mana. 
ger, quitted Drury-lane, and headed Coveat- 
garden. Here it was his powers had full play ; 
and here it was our Stage Milo entered the lifts 
of competition againft a man, which none 
hitherto durft approach. They played all their 
principal charaéters againft each other with 
various fuccefs, which are marked by many 
epigrams and bons mots of that day, and which 
are too well known to need repeating here. 
In this contention they remained till the fum- 
mer of 1758, when Barry, joinirg with Mr. 
Woodward, of Covent-Garden, undertook an 
expedition to Ireland, where they built two 
elegant playhoufes, one in Dublin, and the 
other in Corke; and as Joint-Managers exerted 
their refpective abilities, with thofe of a very 
refpectable company, part of which they 
brought over from England: However, after 
trying this fcheme for fome years, what with 
the expences. of building, the great falaries 
and increafe of performers, together with the 
uncertain returns of their Theatres, they both 
foynd they had changed fituations for the worfe. 
Woodward was the firft to fmell out his mif- 
take, and making the beft bargain he could 
with Barry, to be paid his thare in annuities, 
he,fet fail for England, rejoined his old corps, 

‘and in a véry laughable prologue (which is very 
‘well remembered) reftored himfelf to the pub- 
lic favour. : 

;Barry ftaid but a few feafons behind him, 
as in 1766 both he asd Mrs, Barty play- 
ed that fummer at the Opera Houfé in the 
Hay Market, under Mr. Foote. Here it was 
Mrs, Barry made her firft appearance on the 
London ftage. Her character was Defdemona; 
in which, though there is not much for a per- 
former to exert herfelf, yet in this the fhew- 
ed fuch juegment, tendernefs, and expreffion, 
that our Englifh Rofcius, who was then in 
the Pit, declared her an atirefs of the firft 
framp. Indeed it is a proof he was ferivus, as 

aor after engaged her, along with Mr, 
Barry, at a very confiderable falary ; and that 
he was a.true prophet, as fhe has finte mi- 
nutely fulfilled his prediftion, by unqueftion- 
ably eftablifhing herielf ths firft actrefs on 
the Britith ftage.

TS morning Captain Gardner, one of 
General Sir William Howe’s Aid de 
Camps, arrived in his Majefty’s thip Tamar, 
from New York, with the following difpatches 
from, General Sir William Howe, to Lord 
George Germaine, 
iVew York, Nev. 30, 1776. 
_ My Lorn, 
HE fervice in which I have deen employed 
fince the departure of Captain Balfour, 
with advice of che reduction of New York, 


would not allow of an éarlier time to fend 
account to your Lordfhip of the progrefs mé 
from that period. 

The very firong pofitions the enemy } 
taken on this ifland, and fortified with ine 
dible labour, determined me to get upon the 
principal communication with ‘Connettie 
witha view of forcing them to quit the fir 
holds in the neighhourhood of King’s Brit 
and, if poflible, to bring them to aétion. 

“ All previous arrangements being made, 
army embarked on the 12th of O¢tober ia! 
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boats and other craft, and prefling through the | 


dangerous navigation of Heli Gate, in a very 
thick fog, landed on Feog’s Neck, near the 
town of Weft Chefter, about nine in the 
morning, the Carysfort frigate being placed to 
cover the defcent. The prefence of Lord 
Howe, the attivity of Commodore Hotham, 
moft of the Captains of the fleet, and of the 
navy officers in general, were infinitely condu- 
cive to the King’s fervice, in this difficuls 
movement, Only one artillery boat was over- 
fet, having three fix pounders on board, which 
were lott, and three men drowned. 

Lieutenant-general Earl Percy remained with 
two brigades of Britith, and one of the Hef- 
fians, in the lines near Haerlem, to cover New 
Yor. an yest 

The army remained in this fituation until 
the ftores and provifions could be brought up, 
and three battalions of Heffjans drawn from 
Staten Ifland, which, together with fome bad 
weather intervening, occafioned a delay of five 


days. 

On the 18th feveral corps reimbarked in flat 
boats, and pafling round Frog’s Neck landed on 
Pell’s Point at the mouth of Hutchinfonts 
‘River; after which the main body croffed the 
mouth of that river to the fame place, advanced 
immediately, and lay that night upon their 
arms, with che left upon a creek oppofite to 
Eaft Chefter, and the right near to Rochelle. 

On the march to this ground, a fkirmith en- 
fued with a {mal} party of the enemy pofted to 
defend a narrow caufeway, who were purfued 
for a mile, when a confiderable body appearing 
jn front behind ftone walls and in woods, fome 
companies of light infantry, and a part of the 
Chaffeurs, were detached to diflodge them, which 
they did effeétually ; Lievtenant Colonel Muf- 
grave commanding the firft battalion of light 
pafantry, and Capt. Evelyn,of the 4th regiment, 
were both wounded ; the latter is fince dead, 
and much to-be-regretted as a gallant officer, 
put Lieutenant Colonel Mufgrave is in a fair 

ay of recovery; three foldiers were killed 

nd twenty wounded. 

The enemy’s lofs upon this occafion was a 

ieutenant Colonel killed, a Major wounded, 

nd about ninety men killed and wounded. 

The part of the 16th light dragoons that 
trived with Lieutenant Colonel Harcourt on 
he 3d inft. (one tranfport being ftill miffing) 

nd the whole of the 17th light dragoons,

On the 2tft the right and center of the army 

oved to a pofition about two miles to the 
horthward of Rochelle, on the road to the 

hite Plains, leaving Lieutenant General 
eifter, with two brigades of Heflians and one 
Britith, to occupy the former ground. 
ieutenant Colonel Rogers, with his corps of 
angers, was detached to take pofleffion of 
amaroneck, where the careleffnefs of his 
ntries expofed him:to a furprize from a large 
ody of the enemy, by which he: loft a few 
cn killed or taken; neverthelefs, by a fpi- 


rited exertion, he obliged. them to. retreat, 
leaving behind them fome prifuners, and feveral 
killed and wounded, ” 
The 6th brigade, commanded by Brigadier 
Agnew, was moved the 22d to fuftain the poft 
of Mamaroneck. On the fame cay Lieutenant 
General Knyphaufen, with the 2d divifion of 
Hefijans and regiment of Waldeckers, having 
arrived the 18th at New York, landed at Ro- 
chelle, was ordered to remain there to cover 
the difembarkation of the ftores and provifions, 
Upon~the movement of the army to Freg’s 
Neck, the enemy detached a corps to Winte 
Plains, and quitted their pofi'ion about King’s 
Bridge with fome precipitation, leaving 2030 
men for the defence of Fort Wathington, ex- 
fending their force’ behind the Brunx, from 


' Valentine’s Hill‘to White Piains, ‘in detached 


camps, every where entrenched ; Their left by 
this means covering ah upper communication 
with Conneéticut, a8 well as the road along the 
North River, it was judged expedient td move 
to White Plains, and endeavour to bring them 
to an aétion. ae ise 

Lieutenant-Gencral Heifter, with his corps, 
having orders to j in on the march, the army 
moved in two columns, on the 25th, and too 
a pofition with the Brunx in front, the right 
ef the line being at thediftance of four miles 
from the White Plains; upon which the Rebels 
immediately quitted their detached camps. be- 
tween King’s Bridge and White Plains, affem~ 
bling their whole force at the latter place, be- 
hind entrenchments that had been thrown up 
by the advanced corps. 

The army marched by the right jn two co- 

lumns towards White Plains, early on the 28th, 
Lieutenant-General Clinton leading the right, 
and Lieutenant General Heifter the left co- 
Jumn. : can: 
’ Before noon all the enemy’s advanced parties 
were drove back to their works by the light ine 
fantry and Chaffeurs, and the army formed with 
the right upon the road from Mamaroneck to 
the White Plains, about a mile from the cen- 
ter of their lines; and the left to the Brunx, 
near the fame diftance from the right flank of 
their entreachments. )' Sas a 

A corps of the enemy was formed on'a com- 
Manding ground, féparated from the right 
flank of their entrenchments by the Brunx, 
which alfo, by changing its courfe nearly at 
right angles, feparated this corps in front from 
the left of the King’s army. ~ 

Colonel Raille, ‘who cémmanded a brigade 
of Heffians on the left, obferving this pofition 
of the enemy, and feeing a height on the other 
fide of the Brunx unoccupied by them, from 
whence their flank ‘might be galled, tools 
poffeffion’ of it with great alacrity, to the ap- 
probation of Lieutenart-Genera] Heifter, who 
was acquainted with this movement by Sir 
William Erfxine, ~" x 

Upon viewing the fituation, orders were 
given for a battalion of Heffians to pafs the 
Brunx and attack this detaghed corps, fup_ 


Fe ported 
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ported by the fecond brigade of Britith, un- 
der the command of Brigadier-Gengral Leflie, 
and the Heffian grenadiers fent from the right 
commanded by Colonel Donop; givingdirections 
at the fame time for Colonel Raille to charge 
the enemy’s flank as the Heifian battalion ad- 
vanced to them in front; but there being fome 
difficulty in paffing the Brunx, the 28th and 
45th regiments, who were the firft to fupport, 
paffed it ina place moft practicable, and formed 

_ on the oppofite fide, though under the enemy's 
fire, with the greateft fteadinefs ; afcended the 
fteep hill in defiance to all oppofition, and 

_ rufhing on the enemy, routed, and drove them 
back from their works. 

Thefe two battalions were clofely fupported 
by the ‘sth and 49th regiments, who thewed 
the fame zeal to diftinguifh themfelves; the 
Heffian grenadiers alfo coming up, and pafling 
the Brunx, afcended the Height with the 
greatefl alacrity and in the beft order. 

This material poft being gained, the Heffian 
‘grenadiers were ordered fopward upon the 
heights, within cannon. fhot of the entrench- 
ments, the Brunx from its winding courfe be- 
ing Sill betweea them and the enemy's right 
flank ; the 2d brigade of Britifh formed in the 
rear of the Heflian grenadiers, and the two 
brigades of Heffians on the left of the 2d bri- 
gade, with their left upon the road leading 
from Terry town to White Plains. 

The right and center of the army did not 
remove from their ground. In this pofition the 
troops lay upon their arms that night, and 
with very little alteration encamped next day. 

The officers and men of the Britifh and 
Heffian artillery deferve much commendation 
for their a€tive fervice on this occafion. 

The killed, wounded, and prifoners taken 
from the enemy, during the courfe of this day, 
is faid to be not Jefs than 250, 

The lofs of his Majefty’s troops and allies 
was fmall, as your Lordthip will obferve by 
the general return, confidering the frength of 
the ground from whence the enemy was forced ; 
though the bofs of Lieutenant-Colonel Carr, of 
the 35th regiment, who died the next day of 
his wounds, is much to be lamented. 

The enemy drew back their encampment on 
the night of the 28th; and obferviag their 
Lines next morning much ftrengthened by ad- 
ditional works, the defigned attack upon them 
was deferred; and the qth brigade, left with 
Jord Percy, with two battalions of the Gxth 
brigade, were ordered to join the army, 

Thefe battalions having joined on the 3oth 
in the afternoon, a difpofition was made for the 
attack next day; but the night and morning 
ptoving very wet, it was pofiponed: In the 
mean time the rebels, having intelligence by a 
deferter of their danger, moft prudently eva- 
cuated their camp in the night of the 1f of 
November, after fetting fire to all the houfes 
in and near their lines, moft of which were 

contumed, and retired with their main force 


*owargs North Caftle, leaving @ ftiong “year 
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guard upon the heights and in the woods, for 
one mile back from their intrenchments, the 
pofleffion of which was immediately taken, 
and the Heffian grenadiers remained upon the 
ground.

retired to Fort Wafhington, 

The army was ordered, on the 3d, to pro 
vide three days forage; and the next ¢: 
Major General Grant marched with the 4 
brigade to Miles-Square and Valentine's-hill, 
the 6th brigade to a bridge over the Brunx ip 
Wett Chefter, near De Lancey’s Mills ; and the 
Waldeck regiment took poft at another thie 
miles above the former, on the fame river, 

On the 6th the army encamped at Dobbs's 
Ferry upon the North River. , 

When this movement was made, the rebel 
came down from their ftrong holds, burning 
what they had nor before deftroyéd at White 
Plains, and diftrefling the inhabitants by {inal 
parties, in a moft wantondegree, 

The park of artillery moved to Kingfbridg 
on the 7th, under a ftrong efcort, with a de 
tachment of Chaffeurs, to join Lieutenant 
General Knyphaufen. 

Two battalions of light infantry, and the 
remainder of the Chaffeurs, with 4 field-pierey 
took poft next day on the communication 
Kingibridge. ; 

On the 1oth a brigade of HefGians was fent 
as a reinforcement to Lieutenant-Generl 
Knyphaufen. : 

On the 1ath the army marched in*twe 
columns towards King’s Bridge, ‘arid encamped 
the day following upon the Heights of Ford. 
ham, forming a line with the right to the 

runx, upon the Weft Chefter road, and the 
left to the North river. 

During the continuance of the army a 
Dobbs’s Ferry, the enemy fent a large de- 
tachment over the North river by King’s 
Ferry to Jerfey, and weré employed in en- 
trenching at Croton Bridge and White Plains, 
and building barracks at thofe places, and at 
Peck’s Hill, near the foot of the Highlands, 
for their winter habitations. 

Lieutenant General Kinyphaufen hed fot 
fome days eitablithed his pot on the York fide 
of King’s Bridge, within cannon thot of Fort 
Wafhington, which was covered by 
ftrong ground, and exceeding difficult of accefs; 
but the importance of this poft, which, with 
Fort Lee on the oppolite thore of Jerfey, “—

the enemy in command of the navigation of the 
North River, while it barred the communi- 
cation with York by land, made the poffef- 
fion of it abfolutely neceffary., Preparations 
were therefore made for a general attack, and 
thirty flat boats, under. the direftion of Cap- 
tains Wilkinfon and Molloy, paffed up the 
North River on the night of the 14th, un- 
difcovered hy the enemy. 

Every thing being prepared, and the attack 
fixed for the morning of the 16th, Lieute- 
nant Colonel Patterfon, Adjutant General, 
was fent the rsth, to fummon the command- 
ing officer to furrender, and to warn him of 
the conféquences that muft attend a general 
attack ;.ta which he replied, he Jwould de- 
fend himfelf to the laft extremity} 

Four attacks were determined /apon ; the 
firft, under the command of Liecjenant Ge- 
neral Knyphaufen, againft the enemy’s left on 
the fide of King’s Bridge, in two columns, 
formed by detachments from the Heffians of 
his corps, the brigade of Raille, and regiment 
of Waldeck. : 

The fecond, by the 1f€ and 2d battalions 
of light infantry, and two battalions of guards, 
under the command of Brigadier General Mat- 
thew, to land by Haerlem Creck upon the 
enemy's right from thirty flat boats; which 
attack was to be. fupported by the ift and 
ad grenadiers, and 33d regiment, under the 
command of Lord Corowallis. The third 
attack intended ag a feint by the g2d regi- 
ment, to be embarked in batteaux in a creek 
oppofite to Colonel Morris's houfe, aad upon 
the left of the enemys lines towards New 
York. The fourth by Lord Percy, with the 
corps under his command, on York Ifland, to 
affault the right flank of the enemy’s entrench- 
ments on that fide. 

The field-artillery and batteries being pro- 
perly difpofed of for whe three attacks, on 
the fide of King’s Bridge and Haerlem Creelz, 
Lieutenant General Knyphaufen moved for- 
ward about noon; but having a very thick 
wood to pafs, in which the enemy was very 
advantageoufly potted, it was fome time before 
he could penetrate; from which difficulties his 
corps was, for a cenfiderable time, expofed to 
the fire of three pieces of cannon. As foon 
as this attack began, the light infantry moved, 
and landed under a brifk fire, before and af- 
ter they had quitted the boats, from a party of 
the rebels pofted behind rocks and trees; how- 
ever, by gettingup a very fleep uneven moun- 
tain with their ufual activity, they foon dif- 
perfed the enemy. The guards, followed by 
ogi and 33d, Janded without any 

3. 

Intelligence in the mean time being received 
that Lord Percy had carried an advanced work, 
orders were fent to Lieutenant Colonel Ster- 
ling, commanding the 42d regiment, to en- 
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deavour to land, -and for two battalions of the 
2d brigade to fupport him. Upon which he 
immediately advanced in his boats through a 
heavy fire with great perfeverance ; and for- 
cing his way up a fteep height, which was welt 
defended by a body of the Rebels, he gained 
the fummit, took 170 prifoners; and pene 
trating acrofs the ifland, facilitated Lord Percy's 
facceis againft the enemy's lines. oppofed to 
him, which his Lordfhip paffed. 

Colonel Raille, who led the right columa 
of Lieuteaant General Knyphaufen’s attack, 
having, after a confiderable oppofition, forced 
the entmy from their ftrong holds, pushed 
forward to.their advanced works, and lodged 
his column within one hundred yards of the 
fort, from whence he fummoned them to 
furrender; upon which they readily defired to 
treat, 

Lieutenant General Knyphaufen’s columa 
having more inapediments to encounter in paf. 
fing through the wood, could’ not. join. the 
right column until they bad got up to the fort, 


The enemy upon his appearance furrendered 


Se of war, to the number of two thou- 
and feven hundred, including officers, beGdes 
the prifoners made by the g2d regiment. 

The enemy had three officers and fifty men 
killed, and fix officers and ninety men wound- 
ed in the different attacks, 

Fort Lee being the next obje& for the in- 
tire command of the North river, and a ready 
road to penetrate into ferfey, an addition of 
boats, under the command of Captain Phipps, 
was feat by the Admiral to Kingfbridge, in 
the night of the r7th, without being difto- 
vered by the enemy. The firft divifion, for 
embarkation, landed next day at eighto’clock 
in the morning, about feven miles above the 
fort; while the fecond divifion marched up 
the Eaft fide of the river, by which movement 
the whole corps, as per margin®, were landed 
with their cannon by ten o'clock, under the 
command of Lieytenant General Earl Corn- 
wallig. The feamen diftinguifhed themfelves 
remarkably upon this occafion, by their readi- 
nefs to drag the cannon up a rocky narrow 
road, for near half a mile, to the top of a. 
precipice, which bounds the thore for fome 
miles on the Weft fide, 

Lord Cornwaliis immediately began his 
march, and had not the enemy at Fort Lee 
been apprized of his moving towards them, 
by a countryman, after he had proceeded fome 
diftance, he would have furrounded 2000 men 
at the fort, who efcaped in the utmoft can- 
fufion, leaving all their artillery, and a large 
quantity of ftores and provifions; their tents 
ftanding, and kettles upon the fire. 

His Lordfhip encamped that night neat the 
fort, making ufe of the enemy’s tents, 

The next day Major General Vatighan, 
with the light infantry and Britifh grenadiers, 
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was detached ‘to the New Bridge, upon Hack- 
§nfac River, and-a detachment of the 16th 
dragoons, under the command of Colonel 
Harcourt, was fent oyer to Fort Lee. This 
detachment, with fome companies of light 
infantry, fcoured the country on the 22d, as 
far as Pifaick River, and found the enemy 
had abandoned all the intermediate coustry, 
their adyanced guard being at Aquakinunc. 

On the 24th, the 2d and gth brigades of 
Britith, and one battalion of the 71‘ regiment, 
joined: his Lordfhip, who, leaving the 2d bri- 
gade at Fort Lee, advanced with the main bo- 
dy on the 2<th, to the New Bridge. On 
the enemy: retiring from Newark, as his Lord- 
fhip approached, he took pofieffion of that 
place onthe 23th, and is now following them, 
retreating towards Brunf{wick. 

I cannot too highly acknowledge the aétive 
fervices of Lieutenant General Clinton on 
every occafion; the fupport I have at all 
times received from the other General Officers, 
and the zealous ardor of allranks whatfoever, 
during the courfe of this campaign. 

The Heffian troops, under the command of 
Lieutenant Generals Heifter and Knyphaufen, 
have alfo exhibited every good difpofition to 
promote his Majefty’s interefts, and juftly me- 
rit my acknowledgement of their fervices.

THE General thinking fit to move with a 

large part of the army to the right of the 
rebel forces, who were preparing to eftablifh 
themfelves for the winter on the heighths 
above King’s Bridge, as well as on the North 
part of York Ifland, the embarkation of the 
troops in the flat boats and fmall veffels pro- 
vided, was made from Kep’s Bay, in the 
night of the rith of laft month, under the 
direétion of Commodory Hotham, with the 
Captains of the thips from which the boats 
were manned, as in the former inftances; and 
the troops were landed in the morning on the 
penipfula of Frogs Neck, in the Sound, about 
ten miles Eaft ward from New York, with- 
out oppofition. 

A thick fog prevailing when the boats en- 
tered the dangerous paflage thro’ Hell Gate, 
every ill confequemce was to be apprehended 5 
but it furtunaicly happened, that no other in- 
jury was fuftained befides the overfetting of an 
artillery boat, by which accident two field 
pieces and three men were loft, 

It had been fome time before refolved, in 
order to prevent the enemy from receiving 
fupplies by the North River, to fend a de- 
tachment of fhips above their works at Jef- 
fery’s Hook on York Ifland, and the oppofite 
fhore of Jerfey, between which they had been 
lately making freth attempté to blogk the 
channel. Captain Parker in the Phenix was 
again chofen for this fervice, with the Roe- 
buck and Tartar. The wind did not permit 
the fhips to pafs the enemy’s works.-until the 
gih. By the accounts I have a few days 
fince received from Captain Parker, I find the 
fhips had fuffered much in their muaits and 
rigging ; the dofs.of men, as in the inclofed re- 
turn, was lefs confiderable, Of four of the 
enemies gallies chaced from their {tations be- 
hind the lines of funken frames and veffels 
placed to obfttuct the paffage of theriver, two 
Were taken ; one mounting a thirty-two poun- 
der with fwitels, the other 2 nine pownders 
and 2 four poundeis, The two remaining 
gallics, wich fome frriall veflels, being favour- 
é¢ by the tide and weather, efcaped the thips 
in fhoal water, where they had fuflicient pro- 
tection from the fhoié, which was in the 
enemys p.ffitfion. ; 

The General judging it neceffary to make a 
fecond movement with the troops he conduct- 
ed furtheg tothe eaftward of Frogs Neck, the 
light infantry, gtenadiers, aud other corps of 
the firft embarkation, were again taken into 
the flat bottomed bvuats, and landed the 18th 
on “ells Neck, feparated from Frogs, Neck 
by Hutchinfon’s, River, The reft of the army, 
which had only that nartow fream to pals, 
were conveyed over with the artillery and bag- 
g¢ge a few hours after, And the fecond di- 
vifion of the Heffians, that came under con- 
voy of the Diamond the rgth, were carried 


‘up in the flat boats, and landéd the 23d on

Myer’s Neck, the pafs of communication with 
the ficet laft eftablithed nearer to New Ro- 
chelle, 

_ This pofition of the army requiring fur 
ther provifion to be made fir kerping the in- 
tercourfe open by water with York Ifland, 
the Rofe asd Senegal wete added to the fri- 
gates and {mall armed vefitls before ftationed 
in the found for that purpoie. 

It is incumbent on me to reprefent to yout 
Lordthips on this occafion, and 1] cannot too 
pointedly exprefs, the unabating perfeverance 
and alacrity with which the feveral claffes of 
officers and feamen cf the thips uf war and 
tranfports have fupported a long attendance 
and unufual degree of fatigue confequent of 
thefe different movements of the army. Cape 
tain Phipps and the detachment cf feamen 
under his command, who wete further ap. 
pointed to affift in the fervice of the artillery 
upon an emergency, have acquired mutch cre- 
dit by their f{pirited conduét on that duty, 

The enemy, retreating on every occation as 
the army advanced; were forced from the 
White Piains (where they feemed prepared to 
make fome ftand) into the North Caftle dif- 
tri€t, and have finally retired, with the 
greateft part of their forces, behind the Cooton 
River, whereby the communication was open 
from York iffand with the Continent by 
King fbridge: 

On the 15th in®ant the General directed 


- an attack to be made on their lines adjacent to 


Fort Wafhington, a regular work conflrudted 
upon the high grounds above Jeffery’s Hock, 
It was appointed to be carried on from the 
fide ot New York, off Kingfbridge, and 
two feparate embarkations from the Continent, 
acrofs the Eatt River, Thirty flat boats were 
ordered up to Kingfbridge by the North River 
the night of the 14th, Under the direGtion of 
Captain Witkinfon, (who has diftinguithed 
himfelf very much in the different parts of 
this and the fubfequent operation) aflified by 
Captain Molloy. ‘i he Batteaux, moftly mane 
nied from tran{ports, were commanded by Lieu- 
tenant Botham of the Brune, Lieutenant 
Loggie of the Mercury; and the Agent 
Liewtenant Henry. 

The troops embarked in the boats; had a 
confiderable fire to fuftain from the enemy, 
in their p-fivge -acrofs the Eaft’River, and at 
their landing; but having furmounted every 
obftacle under the farther difadvantage of a 
very Rteep afcent, to gvin the flank of the 
enemy’s lines; and the other attacks fucceed- 
ing at the fame time, the fort was completely 
invefted in thé evening; The rebels, in num- 
ber about two thoufand feven handred, were 
thereupon induced to furrender prifoners of 
war, and feveral pietes of cannon, with a 
confiderable proportion of military ftores, were 
taken in the fort, and out-works. 

Capt. Wilkipfon’s prefence, being deemed 
moft matetial, with the flat boats; the Pearl 
was left under the diteftion of the firft Lieu- 

& tso.a 
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tenant Scot, to be placed for covering the 
march of the Heffian troops, and to flank 
the enemy's lines on the fide of the North 
River, in which fervice his behaviour was 
much approved. The. fame commendation is 
due to the officers and feamen in the boats = 
only one of the lat was killed, and five 
wounded, the Jofs of men. at the landing, 
having happened chiefly among the troops, 

Twenty more flat boats, which were font 
up the North River, under Captain Phipps, 
paffed the enemy's forts undifcovered in the 
night of the 18th ; and a detachment from 
the army, commanded by Lord Cornwallis, 
being landed on the Jerfey thore the 2oth in 
the morning, above the enemy s redoubts, op- 
pofite to Jeffery’s Hook, and unperceived by 
the rebels for fume time, they foon became 
poffeif-d of the redoubts without lofs. Some 
few of the enemy were killed and about fe- 
venty taken, and many pieces of artillery, and 
a Jarge quan‘ity of ammunition and ftores. 

Tne faudden effect of thefe two unexpected 
attacks feems to have made great impreflion 
upon them, 

In my report to their Lordfhips uoon thefe 
feveral tranfactiors, particular notice is due 
to the ability teftified in the direction and 
conduét of many difficult and very fatiguing 
fervices which Capt. Fergufon, of the Brune, 
was charged with, preparatory to and in the 
progrefs of the varicus movements of the 
army, from the time of the firft defcent on 

» York Ifland to this period. Lieutenant Bo- 
tham, of the fame thip, and the Agents, 
Lieutenants Knowles and Henry (the 
Jaft ‘more efpecially), having had a confi- 
derable fhare in the arrangement as well 
as execution of fuch fervices, are likewife in. 
titled to a particular diftinéton on this oc- 
cafion; and the unwearied fpitir of the fea- 
men from thejtranfports, as well as thips of 
war, in dragging the artille y up the difficult 
heights for fuftaining the infantry on their 
landings, can never be exceeded, 

I have thought it neceffary, for the fpeedy 
conveyance of the General's difpatches on the 
prefent occafion, to appoint the Tamar for 
that purpofe, having had the floop cleaned and 
refitted here for her paffage to Evnrope, in the 
bef manner that the materials to be provided 
in our prefent circumftances would permit, 
Capt. Mafun is directed to the port he can 
firft moft conveniently gain in England ; and 


to wait to receive their Lordfhips commands, 


for his farther proceedings.

York, the Aurora and Newmarket victuallers 
excepted, having parted from them on the 
rith in a hard gale of wind. His Lordhhis 
adds, that feveral captures had been made by 
his Majefty’s frigates cruizing from Boftor 
eaftward; but that he had not received the 
particulars, but d ily expeéted them,

was this morning received, by Capt. Drim. 
mond, who arrived in his Majefty’s fhip Mer 
cury, from Rhode Ifland. 
Newport, Rhode Ifland, Dec. 9, 1776. 
My i orp, 

HAVING received General Howe’s orden 
to embark, with two brigades of Britith, and 
two brigades of Heffi:n troops, and; in con 
jun&tion with Commodore Sir Peter Parker's 
fleet, to make adefcent upon this ifland in the 
mott effeQual manner for the full poffeffion of 
it, and for the fecurity of the town and har- 
bour; we failed from New York on the if 
of December, and arrived at Weaver’s bay, on 
the Weft fide cf this ifland, on the evening of 
the 7th following. Onthe 8th, at day-break, 
the Commodore having made fuch a difpol- 
tion of the fleet as he thought properto cover 
the landing of the troops, they difermbarked at 
the above-mentioned bay, without the leat 
oppofiiion; when, being informed that the 
rebels had quitted the works in and about the 
town of Newport, and were retiring to Briftol 
Ferry, 1 detached Major General Prefvott, 
with the grenadiers and light infantry, to in- 
tercept them, fuflaining him with abody of 
troops under the command’ of Lieutenant Ge- 
neral Earl Percy. Majer General Prescott 
took two pieces of cannon, a few prifoners, 
and obliged them to quit their fort on this + 
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the Ferry, and retire to the Continent. I like- 
wife fent a battalion to take pofieffion of New- 
port, the capital of the ifland, in which were 
found fome cannon and ftores, which the 
cebels, in their fudden retreat, had left behind 
them. 

I hall, as foon as poffible, fend troops to 
the iflands of Cananicut and Prudence, and 
occupy fuch other pofts as may be neccffury 
for the fecurity of the harbour. 

Having had it, in command from General 
Howe to give your Lordfhip the earlieft intel- 
Sigence of the fuccefs of his Majefty’s troops; 
lhave the honour to tyanfmit this to your 
Lordfhip by Captain Drummond, one of my 
Aids de Camp, to whom I beg leave to refer 
your Lordfhip for any particulars which you 
may with to be informed of.

THE Commanders in Chief in America, 
having thought proper, while the feafon would 
admit of it, to employ a confiderable number 
of his Majefty’s fhips and troops for the pur- 
pofe of making defcents on the Colony of 
Rhode Ifland; and Lord Howe having done 
me the honour to appoint me to the command 
by fea, (Lord Shuldham having leave to return 
to England by the moft early conveyance) I 
ire€ted Commodore Hotham (agreeable to my 
Anftructions from the Vice Admiral) to pro- 
eed with his Majefty’s frigates the Brune, 
Mercury, and King's-Fifher, and alfo all the 
tran{ports with the troops under the command 
of Lieut. General Clinton, (the Grand Duke 
f Ruffia excepted, which was judged to be 
00 large) by the way of the Sound, whilft I 
proceeded with the grest fhips, fome frigates, 
and the laft named tranfport, by Sandy Hook 
0 the fouthward of Long Ifland, I failed the 
aft infant, and on the sth joined Commodore 

otham in the Sound in Black Point Bay, a 
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place he had judicioufly chofen for the protec - 
tion of the tran{ports againft the violence of 2 
ftrong N, W. wind, which blew the night be- 
fore. ‘he fixth 1 turned down with the fleet, 
to be as ngar as poflible tothe place of our 
deftination. At four the next morning the 
wind fprung up at W. S. W, and by three ia 
the afternoon the whole ficet came to an ans 
chor off Weaver’s Cove, Rhode ifland. The 
following morning Capiain Caulfield (who 
had the direction of the flat boats) landed all 
the troops withou' Oppofition; and 1 have the 
pleafure to inform their Lordfhi; s, that Khode 
Iiland, with the Ifles adjacent, are new in the 
potlefiion of Gen, Clinton, 

Captain Wa lace, of the Experiment, led 
the ficet in by the weft of Narriganfet Patlaes 
An atrangeasent was made for covering the 
tranfpor.s; but we only pafled two works 
without guns, and intercepted « brig of 160 
tons, (which the Experiment took) laden with 
pipe and hogthead ftaves, and bees wax. On 
the firlt appearance of the fleet, unreé rebel 
privateers, of thiity four, thirty, and twenty 
eight guns went up irom Newport 10 Provie 
dence, where they are now with feveral others; 
and J fhail hope to put an effeQual itup to any 
further mifchief from that neft of pirates.

whom Noah removed all doubts, by affuring 
him that he was a man of great family at the 
Hague, and that his relations there were well 
known to his brother,—Levi then defired the 
ticket to be given him, and obferving it wa 
not properly chequed, told the ranger that 
was a neceffary part of the bufinefs ; the matter 
was therefore poftponed to another meeting, 
the next morning, when the Stranger. faid, 
that he had been to the Exchequer and exz- 
mined the number, though there was no token 
of that upon the face of the ticket, —-However, 
Levi took it to Mr. Keyfer, another Broker, 
who immediately went to the Stock Exchange, 
and offered it for fale: He was bid a diffatis 
factory price for it before the fraud was dife- 
vered: The number was at length recolleéted 
by the Gentleman who had bought the real 
prize, and it was found out, that the figures 
was originally 3, and had been artfully altered 
to its prefent ftate : This was fo nice an erafure, 
that it required a very narrow inipection to 
perceive the change. After feveral re-exa 
minations, Noah was committed to take his 
trial alfo, for aiding and affifting Aarons.

Sabfcription, they wiil obtain a full and free 
pardon of ali treafons by them heretofore com- 
mitted, and done, and all forfeitures, attaind- 
ers, and penalties, forthe fame: And on pro- 
ducing to the Officers as above-mentioned, a 
certificate of fuch his appearance, and declara- 
tion, fhall and may have fuch pardon made 
and paifed to him, in due form.

however, would not receive st.as 2 fufficient 
anfwer to the charge; be faid, that in the 
opinion of the Court of Aldermen, that was 
no awhority to commit within the juri{ition 
of the city, any violeace upon the perlon of 
a Britith Subje& ; that he .confideed. the 
Lieutenants to have.agted, as though they had 
nieyer been in pofleffiun of fuch.a Warrant; 
and therefore, if Richardion fhould infitt-upan 
a profecution, he would cali upon the Deten- 
dants for bail, Raichardfon declined any fur- 
ther Proceedings, fo the matter in courfe sell 
to the ground, as the Lord Mayor rook no 
cognizance of the affair, as it affected the 
rights of the Citizens of London, to be pro- 
tected from minifterial oppreffion. 
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Richardfon was going out of the room, 
when Lieutenant Hills exprefied his deter- 
mination to take him on board the Tender, 
infifting, that he was imprefied under a law- 
ful authority: This revived the confufion 
2frefh, The Lord Mayor declared his refo- 
lution to keep the man out of their hands, 
and to effect it dive€ted him to_ftay in the 
Room. Captain Kirke begged for a Copy of 
the refolution of the Court of Aldermen; 
this the Lord Mayor objeéted to, till be had 
advifed with the Recorder; his Lordthip of- 
fered to have it read from the journals, but 
this the captain thought would be giving un- 
neceflary trouble, as his memory would hard- 
ly be able to contain the precife words. Thus 
the matter ended, 

A converfation of a very interefling nature 
took place between his Lordfhip and the Cap- 
tain, whereby it was intimated by the latter, 
that we are upon the eve of a war, and that 
the French and Spanith Fleets were armed 
againft us, Thefe affertions were urged as an 
inducement to his Loréfhip to give his fanction 
towards manning the Fleet by the unconfti- 
tutional mode of preffing: His Lordthip was 
not, however, to be prevailed upon.

This morning, came on in the Confiftery

The cafe he 
faid was the:tly this; Mr. Hervey, in the year 
1768, was fuppofed to brag or declare, that 
Elizabeth Chudleigh was his wife. This of- 
fended the Lady: the brought him to the prcof, 
He would not, nor could not prove it. The 
Court declared, as far as appeared tothem, the 
2 legation to be falfe; on which Mr. Hervey, 
ene of the prefent parties, was injoined filence, 
and there the matter refted. Since then, the 
firit judicature ia the kingdom, perhaps upon 
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earth, have declared the validity of fuch mar. 
riage, it would not now be decent to controvert 
it, he faid.
